G eorge B. M cClellan died suddenly 
a t three o’clock th is m orning a t his 
country residence, St. Cloud, O range 
M ountain, N. J. 
G eneral M cClellan was born in 
Philadelphia, being a t the tim e of 
his d eath a trifle less th a n fifty- 
nine years of age. His father. Dr. 
G eorge M cClellan was the founder 
of Jefferson college, and a phy­ 
sician of distinction. 
G eneral M cClellan was graduated 
from the U niversity of Pennsylvania 
In 1842, and from W est P oint in 
1846.

FREIGHT WRECK 
NEAR FREDERICK 


Ninety-Car Train Jammed, 15 
Derailed and Four Hurled 
Into River.

Frederick Nov. 5 <AP)—A ninety- 
Baltimore 
and 
Ohio 
freight 
train was wrecked Monday at Fred­ 
erick Junction, three m iles south 
of 
here, 
and 
four 
loaded 
cars 
plunged from a bridge sixty feet 
into the Monocacy river. 
Railroad officials were searching 
for about a dozen tramps believed 
on the freight at the tim e of the 
accident. 
None of the members of the crew 
was injured. 
In Baltim ore B. & O . 
officials said they had no reports of 
transients being aboard the train. 
Arch-Bax Broke 
It was reported the train buckled : 
when an arch-bar broke on a loaded, 
coal car in the center of the long 
line. 
Besides the four cars th at j 
were forced oft 
the span, fifteen 
were derailed. 
The line is the main freight link 
between Baltim ore and the W est. 
Officials said freight would be tied 
up for a number of hours. 
Wrecking Crew Called 
Wrecking crews from B altim ore1 
and Bruswick, from where the train I 
had started a short tim e previously, 
were summoned to the scene. 
Railroad men said every effort 
was being made to determ ine if the 
“dead-heads” believed on board had 
escaped, It could not be determined 
im m ediately if any had been riding 
in the car that dropped into the 
river, which, at that point, is about 
ten feet deep. 
Molasses Car Bursts 
Although most of the cars carried 
coal, many were loaded with general 
merchandise. 
One filled with m o­ 
lasses, burst, and covered the right- 
of-way with the sticky fluid. 
Norman Beck, of Brunswick, was 
engineer of the train, which 
wigs 
pulled by one engine and pushed 
by another. 
T his fact, it was be­ 
lieved, accounted for the buckling 
which forced the cars from 
the 
bridge. 
The train was bound from Bruns­ 
wick to Philadelphia.

1864 
Since 1922, an annual ‘ day­

the 
citizens 
pushed their clocks ahead one hour 
on May I, and turned them back 
again September 30. gaining an ex ­ 
tra hour of sunlight during the long 
days of summer.
